Baby Beef Production 
Pointers 


1. Cows for the purpose of raising calves 
for baby beef purposes are a part of the 
live stock equipment necessary for maxim- 
um production. They are maintained for a 
part of the winter on feeds that would oth- 
erwise be wasted on a grain farm. 

2. They afford a method of marketing a 
large amount of rough feed at a profit. 

3. Their calves are heavier at weaning 
time than calves purchased on the market 
and are ready to go right along on feed be- 
cause they are used to it. There is no inter- 
ruption in gains made. 

4. The home-grown calves of equal qual- 
ity and breeding could not be replaced by 
market purchased calves for their production 
cost crediting all of the manure produced. 

5. Good beef type cows may be econom- 
ically maintained on adaptable farms in the 
corn belt for “baby beef” production. 

6. Bulls possessing the best of beef con- 
formation and breeding should be used. 

7. Careful selection of prospective breed- 
ing heifers should be followed and the elim- 


ination of unprofitable cows consistently 
and persistently practiced. 

8. A high percentage of calves, prefer- 
ably over 85 and much better still if over 90 
per cent, should be sought for. 

9. If calves have been on heavy grain ra- 
tion during the winter, they can be, in many 
respects advantageously, fed out in dry lot, 
during the following summer, as compared 
to pasture. 

10. Baby beeves must be made prime to 
sell for the highest price. 

11. Itis good practice to market the baby 
beef heifers earlier than the steers, say from 
750 to 900 pounds. 

12. Baby beeves should not be fed to a 
greater weight than 1000 pounds unless suf- 
ficient margin is in sight to cover increased 
cost of gains. 

13. Heifers intended for breeding pur- 
poses to drop calves as two year olds should 
be liberally fed through the first winter; on 
good pasture the second summer and main- 
tained in thrifty condition during the second 
winter. Corn silage and alfalfa hay will be 
sufficient feed throughout the second win- 
ter.

Success is measured by achieve- 
ment. In cattle breeding, achieve- 
ment is determined by the extent 
to which improvement is effected 


and not by the financial gain resulting. Since the beginning of 
time man has been moved by an incentive of some particular nature 
in all that he has undertaken. It may have been the love of money 


and the power that money always brings, it may 
have been a desire for fame or it may have been 
a desire to leave the world better for his having 
lived. The incentive is not always clear and def- 
inite and in the lives of many of us it shifts and 
changes but it is always there urging us forward. 
Men who have achieved success in any field have 
invariably been moved by stronger feelings and 
more ardent desire to succeed than those who have 
been content to plod along at the simple daily task 
and for that very reason their contributions to so- 
ciety have been greater. Cattle impiovers have 
met the same currents and been moved by the 
same influences as men in other walks of life. 
They have made progress, met serious reverses 
and recovered again and again and when a record 
of their work is compiled it will say that while 
many have made money, they have as a body con- 
tributed more to live stock improvement and na- 
tional wealth than they have to their own finan- 
cial success. 

The owner of the herd which forms the sub- 
ject of this story was certainly guided by forces 
similar to those which influence other men, but 
the fact that he saw farther than many and went 
forward persistently, makes the story of his herd

a very important part of the history of pure bred cattle in Canada. 
Many conversations with Mr. Jas. D. McGregor (who established 
and at present owns the Glencarnock herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle) have given the writer some knowledge of how his interest grew 
from a small beginning until the present time, when the Glencar- 
nock herd is internationally known. That is the story that I pro- 


pose to tell here. 


In the recording of the important events in the life of this herd 
of cattle frills are unnecessary and a discussion of the various terms 
which form the language of cattlemen would, no doubt, only weary 
those who will read these lines. It will be my purpose to present

ness and yet we will hope that when he has finished the story: his 
knowledge of the finest profession in the world will be improved 
and his respect for solid achievement enhanced. It is not necessary

to go back beyond the year 1877—more than to 
say that about 17 years previous to that time Mr. 
McGregor was born in the town of Amherstburg 
in old Ontario. In that particular year the lure 
of the west brought father and son to western 
Canada. They were in the cattle business and 
handled many cattle which they imported from 
Ontario and the State of Minnesota for sale or 
trade among the new settlers of the great Cana- 
dian prairie country. Mr. McGregor has told me 
that his first lesson in the value of breeding was 
received in those early days when he had the op- 
portunity of comparing the thrifty well-bred cat- 
tle from Ontario, where pure bred sires were used, 
with those brought in from Minnesota, where set- 
tlers newly arrived from Northern Europe had 
not yet learned the value of pure blood. Ontario 
cattle were breedy, thrifty and easy to sell while 
the Minnesota cattle were in-bred under-sized and 
hard to move. This early lesson was followed by 
visits to the pure bred Shorthorn herds of Walter 
Lynch of Westbourne, Walter James of Rosser and 
Smellie Bros., of Binscarth (all in Manitoba) and 
his interest in good cattle was increased. Growing 
to young manhood we find that Mr. McGregor was 
taking a lively interest in the improvement of the 
cattle of the country generally. According to his 


own statement he looked around a good deal before he decided up- 
on a breed of cattle for his own use. The herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle owned and imported by Hiram Walker & Sons (the famous 
whiskey distiller) of Walkerville, Ontario, was the first herd that 
attracted Mr. McGregor’s attention, when he was yet a boy. This 
good lot of cattle was imported from Scotland in the late 70’s and 
early 80’s and many of them found their way into the United States 
when the heavy movement of cattle went that way a few years lat- 
er. The Geary Bros., herd at Bothwell, Ontario, was also visited. 
Mr. Geo. Geary will be remembered as one of the first directors of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and the im-

They were selected from the leading herds of Scotland, the 
herd of Sir William Gordon-Cumming Bait., of Altyre, furnishing 
the greatest number.

Although it is virtually an ax- 
iom that tastes differ, it is never-

We Americans eat more meat as a rule than other people, ex- 
cept those of Argentina, Australia, and New Zealand, which are 
countries of sparse population and large numbers of live stock. 
But, owing to the larger population of the United States our total 
production and consumption of meat is greater than that of the 
countries just mentioned. In fact it is probable that more meat is 
produced and marketed annually in the United States than in any 
country in the world. Although the roast beef of Old England is 
proverbial, the people of Argentina consume the most meat. The 
British dietary, however, has the ° 
closest balance of beef, mutton

The average consumption of meat per capita in the United 
States in 1923 was 167 pounds. Official figures for consumption 
per capita during 1924 are not yet available, but it is probable that 
there was little change. This 167 pounds which represented the 
average person’s consumption of meat was raade up of 624% pounds 
of beef; 8 pounds of veal; slightly more than 5 pounds of lamb and 
mutton, and some 91 pounds of pork. The average consumption per 
capita of lard was slightly more than 16 pounds. This, of course, 
was used in cooking. 

Virtually all of the meat eaten in the United States is produced 
here. We import very little. The quantity of meat imported dur- 
ing the last year for which official figures are available—1923— 


ulation of foreign birth, the de- 

mand for certain varieties of 
sausage is unusually heavy. Demand for meat also varies somewhat 
according to the season. Hams, for example, usually are in big de- 
mand around Easter. This no doubt is because most people like a 
delicious baked ham for Easter Sunday dinner. 

Another instance of the effect of the season on demand may be 
seen in the case of stewing cuts of meat and pot roasts, the demand 
for which increases as cooler weather approaches. Bacon has its 
season of greatest demand, as does sausage, fresh pork, and most 
other products. 

Among foreign nations there are also differences of taste: 

Great Britain eats relatively large porportions of beef and mut- 
ton—about two pounds of beef for every pound of mutton. Ger- 
many, in normal times, eats more pork per capita than any other 
nation, except the United States. Sausage is (Continued on page 8

DOES NOT SEEM 
JUST RIGHT, DOES IT? 

“We have in the feed lot now, thirty head of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves and yearlings, twenty-five of which are pure bred, and most 
of them are heifers. It really does not seem right to sell good 
breeding stock on the market, but there is no demand for them as 
breeders, or rather, I should say no demand that has any profit in 
it and we cattlemen have sold at a loss until we are to the point 
where we have got to do otherwise,” says a good Iowa breeder in 
a recent letter to this office. There is more than one way to look 
at this proposition. First the farmer who has his lot filled with 
home grown Aberdeen-Angus calves and yearlings that he can turn 
on the Chicago market any day he sees fit to ship them at a good 
profit is not in a bad way when it comes to considering the business 
of farming—and that is one thing the Aberdeen-Angus breeder can 
do wherever the demand slumps for pure bred breeding stock. Sec- 
ondly the man who has a nice bunch of good straight pure bred 
heifers, either calves or yearlings does not in our judgment apply 
proper business principles to his breeding operations if he fails to 
advertise these good young things so that men who may be looking 
for this very opportunity to lay foundation herds will be advised. 
There are always these two avenues to the man with good Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and that is perhaps one of the chief reasons for 


the ever increasing demand for cattle of this breed. More often - 


than not the man looking for something of this kind will readily 
realize that these heifers are really worth as breeding material 
twice market price and often times even more and will be willing 
to pay accordingly for them. 


MORE ABOUT THAT

SHOWING UP VERY WELL. 


Perhaps no paper or set of papers is in closer touch wi 
live stock industry today than is the paper or papers et: 
the great packing house centers. One of these publications iste 
Omaha Journal-Stockman, always keen and always alert to the best 
interests of the producer. Its issue of February 28th sounds the 
trend of the times accurately and we believe reliably when it says 
editorially: ' 

_ “Now that hogs and corn are again selling at about the normal 
ratio there is a very noticeable increase in the demand for pure 
bred stock. Public sales are going better and bred sows again find 
a ready sale. 

“That is the way it generally goes. Most farmers wait until 
hog prices get high before they think of increasing their herds and 
just the minute the hogs show a good profit there is a scramble tp 
get into the game of pork production. The men who were fore- 
sighted enough to buy bred sows at the sales last fall and winter 
when pure bred sows were a drug on the market are sitting pretty 
now. 

“It is just this well known and very human weakness of “fol- 
lowing the crowd” that makes it possible for anyone to succeed in 
stock farming if he has the ability to ‘sense’ the popular inclination 
and ‘copper’ it.” 

Another editorial on the same page lends color and strength 

and encouragement to the cattle grower, that is the man who is 
growing and feeding for the market. And this man must needs de- 
pend upon the pure bred business to sustain the quality of his of- 
fering. 
“So far the recent sharp upward movement of cattle and hog 
prices has not attracted the excessive runs that market men feared 
would be the result of a return of values to a paying level. If there 
is anything that makes feeders feel like holding their stock it is to 
see markets in healthy condition and prices advancing as rapidly as 
they have done in the last 10 days or two weeks.” 

This last causes one to believe that there is not an over supply 
of cattle back in the feed lots at this time and that the future is 
going to be even brighter than the present. There may and no 
doubt will be the expected ups and downs, nevertheless the general 
trend will be upward and onward.

Says Report on Livestock Improvement 


More than 1,600,000 head of breeding 
stock on farms in the United States are un- 
dergoing systematic improvement through 
the use of pure bred sires, according to a re- 
port just issued by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Persons participating in this work 
at the close of the year 1924 numbered 15,- 
137 exclusive users of pure bred sires, wide- 
ly distributed among 46 States. The depart- 
ment, in conjunction with State and county 
extension workers, is aiding these stock own- 
ers to improve their methods of breeding 

feeding. 
artis pa plan known as the Better- 
Sires—Better-Stock campaign has resulted 
in noticeable rivalry among counties and 
States, where agricultural leaders have used 
it as a means of bettering farm live stock. 
Ohio, Kentucky and Virginia each have more 
than 2,000 farmers enrolled in the campaign. 
Largely through the activities of county ex- 
tension agents, 40 counties in nine States 
each have the distinction of possessing 100 
or more live steck owners who are using 
pure bred sires exclusively in all their live 
stock breeding operations. Pulaski County, 
Virginia, leads the list with 592 such breed- 
ers, and Union County, Kentucky, is second 
with 457 participants. The chief advances 
in the progress of the work during the last 
three months of 1924 occurred in Kentucky, 
Vermont and Ohio. A conspicuous new cen- 
ter of interest in this field of live stock bet- 
terment was Lee County, Iowa. Altogether 
235 additional stock owners affiliated them- 
selves with the cause during the three- 
month period. 
Report Considered an Index of Better 
Market Stock. 


In commenting on the keen interest which 
live stock owners are taking in systematic 
improvement by the better-sires route, spec- 
ialists of the Bureau of Animal Industry call 
attention to the most important result of 
the work—namely, the superior types of an- 
imals which these breeders are raising and 
the substantial market benefits they are de- 
riving. As a typical example, an Oklahoma 
stock owner reported to the department that 
“the difference in price on the market more 
than pays to keep pure breds even though 
we sell no breeding stock.” Scores of simi- 
lar reports show that the benefits are prac- 
tically the same in all parts of the country. 
The department’s records, showing the grad- 
ual growth of the better-sires movement, ap- 
pear to be an index to the growing preval- 
ence of good live stock on farms and in mar- 
ket centers. 

Information on Breeding Furnished. 


But before good live stock can be produc- 
ed in large numbers, the specialists add, 
there must be a wide appreciation of the 
utility value of good breeding coupled with 
the actual use of high-class pure bred sires 
at the head of herds and flocks. The Better- 
Sires—Better-Stock campaign undertakes to 
supply this need in an educational way. 

Any live stock owner who replaces his in- 
ferior male breeding animals with good pure 
breds is eligible to take an active part in this 
work. The department grants each partici- 
pant a barn sign, “Purebred Sires Exclu- 
sively Used on This Farm,” besides furnish- 
ing helpful information on the breeding, 
feeding and care of farm animals. 

The new report on the progress of the 
work contains summaries of State and coun- 


ty activities, statistics on number, kind and 
breeding of animals, announcements and 
terse facts on the practical value of improv- 
ed stock. It contains nine pages and is in 
mimeographed form. Copies may be obtain- 
ed, as long as the supply lasts, from the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

Domestic and Foreign Consumption of Meat 
Products. 
(Continued from page 5) 

a favorite food among the Germans, who 
have invented many delectable forms of 
“wurst.” Since the war, the nations of Cen- 
tral Europe have lacked large home supplies 
of meat and have imported more than they 
did in pre-war years. Lard and fat cuts such 
as fat backs have been the chief items. Many 
families in Central Europe cook the fat cuts 
with cabbage, potatoes, and similar dishes, 
whose flavor, palatability, and nutritive 
value are substantially enhanced thereby. 
Similar differences of taste exist in the case 
of other nations, but time will not permit me 
to discuss this phase of the subject at great- 
er length. 

It will not be out of place at this point, 
however, to add that the export trade in 
meat and meat products is highly important, 
ranking next to textiles and mineral oils as 
the most valuable articles of export from 
this country. Approximately a quarter of a 
billion dollars’ worth of meats and meat pro- 
ducts were exported during 1924. Most of 
this went to Europe; England, Germany, 
Holland, and the Scandinavian countries be- 
ing our best customers. 

It is interesting to contemplate the 
changes which have come about in the last 
few decades in the way we get our meat. 
The form in which meat is wanted today is 
different from that wanted 50 or 75 years 


ago. Barrelled pork and cellar storage do 
not go with today’s urban housekeeping 
methods. The retailer’s store, with its re- 
frigerated cases, today is the American 
housewife’s storage place, and, instead of 
going to the cellar when she wants meat, she 
*phones her dealer. 

I might add here that if more housewives 
shopped in person, it would be better for 
both the live stock and meat industry and for 
the housewife. The U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture points out that the average house- 
wife is familiar with only about two steaks 
and two roasts. If she used more cuts of 
the meat animal, it would be a helpful thing. 
As it is now, much of the demand is centered 
on two or three cuts which represent only 
about 25 per cent of the meat animal. The 
remainder, although it makes excellent meat 
dishes, sells slowly at lower price levels. The 
discriminating housewife will find that such 
cuts as the chuck, plate, and shank of beef 
and shoulder cuts of pork offer opportunity 
for unusual economy, and at the same time 
will enable her to serve a variety of appe- 
tizing dishes. 

Have you ever wondered why we eat 
meat? One reason, no doubt, is its palata- 
bility. Another reason is that it is high in 
food value. 

The building and repairing of the tissues 
of the human body is one of the prime funce- 
tions of food. The element in food which 
does this building and repairing is called 
protein. The protein found in meat is of an 
unusually high grade and is to be preferred 
to protein from many other sources. 

Meat, especially the fatter cuts, is a valu- 
able source of energy and heat. Some min- 
erals and vitamins also are present in meat 
and add to its general healthfulness and food 
value. 

It is one of the economic functions of the 
live stock and meat industry to make it pos- 
sible for each section of our country to ke 
supplied with meat in whatever form or 
quantity desired.

Gov. Morley Signs Migratory Bill for 
Colorado. 


The Record Stockman, of Denver, Colora- 
do, under date of February 27th, contained 
the following relative to the migratory en- 
actment affecting the cattle industry of the 
state which will be of interest to those mov- 
ing cattle either into or through the state: 

“Governor Morley this week signed and 
made law, H. B. 333, by Representatives 
Rees and Johnson, providing for regulation 
and inspection of migratory live stock to 
Suppress disease. The law provides an in- 
spection system whereby flocks of sheep or 
herds of cattle are met by county inspectors 
at the state line and observed carefully as to 
their. health condition, the effort being to 
eep out of Colorado all infectious diseases 
to which live stock is subject. A flat charge

The Board also announced today that en- 
tries for the entire United States have now 
passed the 13,000 mark with additional 
schools coming in daily. As the contest does 
not close until May 1, it is expected that the

ate. . 

The Board points out that while the con- 
test is sponsored as an aid to meat study in 
the high schools, the students are being giv- 
en something more tangible to work for in 
the form of cash prizes totaling $2,500. The 
contest plan is endorsed by educators, both 
high school and university. 

“The popularity and worth of this: means 
of meat education is emphasized by the fact 
that a large number of schools which did not 
become interested in the first contest are 
taking part this year,’ said the Board’s 
statement. “Instructors feel that it is an 
excellent means of increasing interest in this 
branch of their work.” 

Contestants are required to write a story 
or theme on meat and submit with it three 
recipes for meat dishes.

Seeks Lower Rates on Pure Bred Live Stock. 

On the afternoon of March 3, O. W. Sand- 
berg, Director of Transportation of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, appear- 
ed before the Central Freight Association’s 
general committee in support of the Farm 
Bureau petition filed last December asking 
for reduced rates on pure bred live stock in 
less than car load lots. 

In his argument before the Central 
Freight Association’s committee, Mr. Sand- 
berg called attention to the fact that the re- 
duction requested is now in effect in West- 
ern Trunk Line territory and has also been 
approved by transcontinental lines. 

Attention to the fact that this reduced 
rate has been in effect in Canada for over 
twenty years was called by Mr. Sandberg. 
Mr. Sandberg then drew a comparison of the 
pure bred industry in Canada and in this 
country. In making this comparison, Mr. 
Sandberg showed that of all the farmers re- 
porting live stock in the United States in 
1920, only 10.8 per cent had pure bred live 
stock. 

The percentage of each class of live stock 
in the United States at that time which was 
pure bred was as follows:

Most significant of all, however. are 
the results of that great court of appeal in 
the sphere of fat cattle, the London Smith- 
field show, where such a clean sweep of the 
leading prizes was made as constitutes «a 
record unequalled in the case of any other 
breed of cattle. If to these facts it be added 
that at Chicago, U. S. A., Aberdeen-Angus 
won champion and reserve in carcass compe- 
tition, two-year-old, yearling and supreme 
championships in carloads, and the reserve 
championship of the show, it will be agreed 
that the year’s record is indeed a notable 
one.

Beef Production in Michigan. 

There being a large percentage of the cat- 
tle in Michigan devoted to the dairy the fol- 
lowing extracts from a bulletin issued by 
Geo. B. Smith, of Addison, Michigan, will be 
found most interesting and _ instructive. 
When it comes to turning the progeny of 
the dairy herd at a profit the Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull becomes an essential element. Mr. 
Smith savs: 

“Michigan is better adapted for beef pro- 
duction than most states, because of the 
great number of grade dairy cows on Michi- 
gan farms. Grade cows of the dairy breeds 
are suitable for the production of beef be- 
cause not so prepotent as pure breds in 
transmitting the lean tendency characteris- 
tic of those breeds, especially when mated 
with a prepotent pure bred beef sire. It is 
not necessary or advisable for the average 
Michigan farmer to sell his high producing 
cows in order to raise beef.

by the University of Nebraska and became 
good enough to get into the money at the 
following International, and was pronounced 
by some a better steer than Challenger I. 
“As a rule the dairy type grade cow is by 
far the most profitable for the average 
farmer. Occasionally a beef type cow is 
found to be a heavy milker and should be 
retained in the herd. Also it often happens 
that a grade dairy heifer is too propotent 
to be profitable in the production of beef 
and should be sold to the dairyman who pre- 
fers to veal his calves. Beef heifers that 
prove to be poor milkers should be sold for 
beef after their first calf, if it is advisable 
to keep them at all for cows, which is ques- 
tionable. A heifer which will sell for over 
$100.00 for beef as a yearling is too valuable 
to keep for a cow, when a $50.00 dairy bred 
heifer will answer the same purpose as well, 
when mated with an extreme beef bull, with 
a likelihood of becoming a better milker. 
The big half of the business is the securing 
of the bull. Here lies a field of usefulness 
for the breeder of pure bred beef cattle. * * * 
Thousands of dairy heifers, the get of ad- 
vanced Registry official dairy bulls, come to 
the Detroit market for beef and veal. These 
heifers should be kept on Michigan farms. 
If a part of these heifers were bred to pure

I have yours of February 2nd. It may in- 
terest you to know that I recently sold 20 
head of high grade Aberdeen-Angus year- 
ling heifers to George Lee of Penawawa, 
Washington. He has just purchased a pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bull from the Wash- 
ington State College to head this herd, so 
you can see the Aberdeen-Angus disease is 
catching, and would be more so if the pure 
bred breeders would loosen up and sell bulls 
for a price that a farmer can afford to pay 
for a bull to use on a grade herd of cows. 
After he uses the first bull, Mr. Farmer is 
coming his way. 

I have sent a number of farmers to inspect 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herds, but the 
price asked bluffed them out. The Aber- 
deen-Angus breed here in the Northwest is 
largely an experiment, a new breed, the oth- 
er beef breeds are numerous and the breed- 
ers always ready to under sell for they know 
the Aberdeen-Angus are dangerous competi- 
tors as the show ring has proven, hence they 
don’t want the Aberdeen-Angus to gain a 
foothold. 

The Aberdeen-Angus are a farmers’ cattle 
and the farmer doesn’t like to pay a long 
price for his first bull. We are here, a long 
ways from the pure bred breeder,the expense 
of inspecting and shipping by express is 
great, so if the breeders will let the new be- 
ginners in right he will keep coming. I bit, 
and I am still biting. Every time I change 
bulls I expect to buy a better one than the 
one I bought previously. Naturally I can af- 
ford to pay a better price so my advice to the 
pure bred breeder is to sell a farmer a good 
bull for a price that he can afford to pay 
for a bull to use on a grade herd. Then let 
him alone. He will come through and event- 
ually add a few pure bred cows and place 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed on the map and 
at the top where it belongs.—S. H. Breeze.

Mr. Kenneth McGregor’s article in the last 
issue is fine, I think, and well worth reading 
again and again. It is full of good advice, 
It was amusing to me though when I came 
to where he said: “This question of families 
has been a delicate subject to write on in 
the past” for I so well remember how the 
Journal sat on me once, but later vindicated 
me in reporting a sale, by telling of the un- 
reasonable differences in the prices of cattle 
which were similar except for family name, 
ete. 

Owing to that family craze it is possible 
that some of the cows with aristocratic fam- 
ily names should go in with the grade cows 
for raising market cattle, if good enough, if 
not, to the butcher. While on the other hand 
many who were not so carried away by the 
craze would not sacrifice an outstanding 
animal on account of the family name. The 
result probably is that we still have with us 
practically all of the strictly good ones 
among the most popular families and very 
many of the outstanding individuals among 
the so called plain bred ones. ; 

If we will keep up the culling habit or get 

in the habit if we have not already done s0, 
it will mean much for the breed in the fut- 
ure. 
I recently sold a nice bull to Mr. J. F. St. 
John, Glade Spring, who has been using 
Shorthorn bulls. A funny thing happened 
near here some time ago. A man had a 
small herd of good registered Herefords and 
a neighbor had an Aberdeen-Angus bull. In 
some way two or three of the Hereford heif- 
ers got with the Aberdeen-Angus bull and 
the cross bred calves did so very well that 
the gentleman has been talking very Se 
iously of coming to buy an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull to cross on his pure bred Herefords.

FEBRUARY ENDED WITH LIGHT 
RUNS ON THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


The last half of February showed a mark- 
ed decline in the number of cattle received 
at the Chicago market. Light receipts have 
been a tonic to the cattle trade for the past 
two weeks, says the Drovers Journal, and in 
face of the Lenten period which started dur- 
ing the last week further advances were 
scored by all grades and classes of cattle, 
with beef steers showing a 25c to 50c gain 
compared with the previous week. During 
the last two weeks upturns of 75c to $1.25 
were evident. The week and month closing 
with a $12.25 top for yearlings; handy 
weights averaging 1245 pounds topping at 
$12.00 and 1571 pound heavies topping at 
$11.50. At the same time the last day of 
the month found a top of $12.40 for hogs and 
$17.85 for lambs. 

A careful analysis of these figures and 
the fact that all markets are reporting a de- 
crease in receipts for the last half of Feb- 
ruary causes the belief that there is a very 
good future in store for the cattle industry. 
Under these conditions agriculture presents 
a decidedly different picture than at this 
time a year ago. Were the prices not to in- 
crease further the growing of good cattle 
and the production of good early maturing 
slaughter stock would be assured as a prof- 
itable industry. 


SOMETHING ELSE 
TO THINK ABOUT. 

From the annual repoit the extension de- 
partment of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture is gleaned this statement: “The 
future hope of American Agriculture lies in 
the youth now on the farm. If the most 
promising of these listen to the lure of the 
city it is certain that the dignity of farm 
life cannot be maintained. It is important 
that youth in the open country be led to ap- 
preciate it as a future home, as well as the 
opportunity it affords for a secure, com- 
fortable and satisfactory life.” 

Commenting on this same report the 
Drovers Journal has this to offer: 

“That statement appears in the annual re- 
port of the extension service of the Wiscon- 
sin College of Agriculture. It goes to the 
point of why keep the boys on the farm. No 
one expects or wants to see all farm boys 
stay on the farm. But the business should 
be sufficiently attractive, and the disadvan- 
tages of city living should be well enough 
understood, so that bright, intelligent young 
men and women will see in the farm an op- 
portunity to which they will not readily turn 
their backs.

Discusses Live Stock Project in Club Work. 


All boys who are considering a live stock 
project for their club work for 1925 should 
give thoughtful consideration to the adapta- 
bility of the particular project to the com- 
munity in which they live and to their own 
home farm. Economical production should 
be the keynote. Available markets for dis- 
posing of the product raised should be rea- 
sonably assured before the project is under- 
taken. The boy or group of boys who can 
make a profit by means of a successfully 
conducted project of some form of live stock 
production has learned a lesson and at the 
same time rendered a service to the com- 
munity and state. Lack of information con- 
cerning cheap production together with lack 
of information of market grades, market re- 
quirements and inability to take advantage 
of central markets by reason of no commun- 
ity effort in uniform production have dis- 
couraged live stock raising in many parts of 
the State. 

It is not enough for live stock club mem- 
bers to claim ownership of a pig, a calf, 
or a sheep, and attend club meetings 
during the school term only. Unless 
they can undertake the project in a busi- 
ness like way it is better not to start. Pas- 
ture, forage crops and home grown grain are 
essential for cheap production, and the high- 
est type of animals should always be used. 
Then outside of developing breeding ani- 
mals, group action of 15 to 20 club members 
is most generally required in order to insure 
good results in marketing. 

A number of sow and litter clubs are be- 
ing organized this year which stand out as 
good examples of this group action. The 
members of a club within a given community 
are taking sows due to farrow this spring 
and are pledging themselves to market all
